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The New Orleans Times-Democrat 
Says: 

Americanization of the people of 
Porto Rico, through the education of 
the sons and daughters of wealthy 
Porto Ricans in the colleges of this 
country, is winhing the battle for the 
United States in overcoming the pre- 
judices of the people against the 
American rule. This is the opinion 
of Col T. J. Hamill, commandant of 
the insular police of Porto Rico, 
who is at the Hotel Denechaud, en 
route to Washington to confer with 
President Roosevelt.  Coionel Ham- 
ill has been at the head of the po- 
lice department of the island for 
about four years, having been ap- 
pointed by Gov. William Н. Hui 
while serving as a captain of the 
Porto Rican caávalry. 

"It is a noteworthy factor in the 
study of the people of Porto Rico,” 
he said, "how education in the 
United States has obliterated the pre- 
judices which formerly existed tē- 
ward Americans. The young men and 
women of the families particularly 
the former, are being sent to the 
United States by the hundreds to be 
educated, and when they are grad- 
uated they bring back their American 
customs. In time they Americanize 
the members of their families, until 
the father, who had hitherto bes mak- 
ing his periodical trips to Spain to 
procure his merchandise, goes to New 
York or New Orleans for his supplies. 
It is a peaceful conquest, in which 
the cultivation of the intellect of the 
younger generation has won the battle. 
Throughout the island also the govern- 
ment has established first class 
schools for the children, so that they 
are fast becoming worthy candidates 
for citizenship in our great nation.

"That is the one drawback to the 
friendship of the islanders that is, the 
better class, for there are those of 
the lower classes who have not been 
educated up to the American idea of 
reform and progress and still have a 
itter hatred for this country and its 
ays.

Cities of The Gulf. 


Figures recently complled by the 
bureau of statistics at Washington 
ering the exports and imports of 
the United States during the past 
twenty years show results most grati- 
fying to all who inhabit and believe 
in future of gulf cities. And in 
considering the significance of these

Astronomer Burnham 
Have Been 
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While Sherburne Wesley Burnham, 
who is only one of Chicago's astron- 
omers, but perhaps the most distin- 
guished of them all, professes to have 
ho very definite and unalterable opin- 
ion as to whether the planet Mars has 
artificial canals or not that can be seen 
from this earth, he yet does not besi- | 
tate to say that Schlapare!ll, who first | 
thought he saw them, was unfortunate | 
in the name he gave them, A casal | 
on our carth is a thing made by humana | 
hands, and when canals are declared | 
to be on Mars the idea is perforce car- | 
rled that they, too, were constructed | 
by beings that must have some re- 
»emblance to man, ‘This was not 
Sehiaparelli's idea, or if it ever once 
gccurred to his mind he never insisted 
on it. He did see on Mars lines that 
suggested canals, and hence he named 
them canals, but how they came to be 
there, what their use was, and all that, 
he did not say nor pretend to know. 
Mr. Burnham, while deferring some- 
what to the opinion of other astron- 
omers who have given more attention 
to the subject than he has yet heen 
able to give it, inclines to the opinion 
that if the name “canal” had not been 
applied to Schiaparelli's discovery ob- 
Bervers that followed him would have 
been a long time in coming to the con- 
clusion that artificial canals are on 
Mars that can be seen from thls earth, | 

Mr. Burnham admits that great in- | 
terest attaches to the subject, even in | 
the minds of skeptical astronomers, | 
and far greater interest hag it for un- | 
sclentific people. There is so strong a 
probability that some of the other | 
planets are inhabited by intelllgent 
and working beings, and so taking is | 
the notlon that mankind һаз а race | 

| 


cousin dwelling on Mars, that when- 
ever the possibility of this is suggest- , 
ed, men and women of all degrces of 
enlightenment eagerly hope that it al! 
may be true, In the United States, 
latterly, rather more of popular inter- 
est is taken in the subject than in 
Europe, by reason of tho recent studies 
and delightful writings of Mr. Lowell. 
He seems to require no further or bet- 
ter evidence than he has already dis- 
covered that the Martlan canals are 
artificlal. From his tower of tele- 


scopic observation at Flagstaff, Ari., 
he may yet discover further evidence,

Leo Brenner is a man of sclence and 
in good standing among the astrono- 
mers, and hence his theory respecting 
the Martian canals is attracting a good 
deal of attention, It is but a theory, 
of course, for nothing is absolutely 
known concerning the supposed inhab- 
itants and canals upon Mars, and it is 
next to certain that nothing ever will 
he known. 
to a time when larger or more power- 
ful teleseopes will be made and point- 
At such a time, 
many are thinking, we shall be able 
to see important things on the planets 
that are now invisible, But this is 
not at all certain to come to pass, 
Мт. Burnham ts of the opinion that 
the practical limit to the power of tel- 
escopes hag been attained, Not that 
larger telescopes, with higher magni- 
fying power, may not be constructed, 
but that our atmosphere presents dif- 
ficulties that are increased proportion- 
ately to the increase of magnification. 

Mr. Burnham is not, it should be 
said, speclally Interested in Mars, and 
it might be better to consult Mr, Low- 
ell or some other man that is devoted 
to the subject. Chicago's most noted 
astronomer is a famous hunter of dou- 
ble stars, and he bas catalogued more 
of these, by 100, than any other man. 
Ho is hunting still, for he makes a trip,

Ia san Francisco you 
win the confidence of the Californian 
by praising his coppery oysters and say- 
ing that they remind you of “Ostend 
penn'orths," or Dublin's Burton-Bindins, 
and that, after all, the true taste of the 
"natives" is only acquired in waters 
where there is a great excess of cop- 
рег in suspension. At Norfolk, the sa- 
cred dish that is offered upon the altar 
of hospitality is the hog-fish. Tne mod- 
est New Yorker, in the acerbity of the 
Jenten season, asks his foreign friend if 
he ever saw anything like “our shad.”

sons out of ten, if asked how long the 
earth takes in turning round her axis, 
will answer, 24 hours; and if asked 
how many times she turns on her axis 
in a year, will say 365 times, or if dis. 
disposed to be very exact, ‘about 2651; 
times.” But neither answer is correct. 
The earth turns on her axis about 3661; 
times in each year, and each turning 
occupies 23 hours 56 minutes and 4 sec- 
onds and 1 tenth of a second. We, tak- 
ing the ordinary day as the time of a 
turning or rotation, lose count of one 
rotation each year. It is necessary to 
mention this, in order that when I tell 
you how long the day of Mars is, you 
may be able correctly to compare it with 
our own day. Mars, then, turns on bis 
axis in 24 hours 37 minutes 22 seconds 
and 7 tenth-parts of a second. So that 
Mars requires 41 minutes 1$ seconds 
and 6 tenths of a second longer to turn 
his small body once round than our 
earth requires to turn round her much 
larger body. The common day of Mars 
is, however, only about 29 minutes lon- 
ger than our common day. 

Mars hasalong year, taking no less 
than 687 our days to complete his cir- 
cuit round the sun, so that his year lasts 
only about one month and a half less 
than two of ours. 

Like the earth, Mars has seasons, for 
his polar axis, like that of the earth, is 
aslant, and at one part of his year brings 
his northern regions more fully iato 
sunlight, at which time summer pre- 
vails there and winter in his southern 
regions; when at the opposite part of 
his year his southern regions are turned 
more fully sunward and have their 
summer, while winter prevails over his 
northern regions. 

Around his poles,as around the earth's 
there are great masses of ice, insomuch 
that it is very doubtful whether any 
inhabitants of Mars kave been able to 
penetrate to its poles, any more than 
Kane or Hayes or Nares or Parry, des- 
pite their courage and endurance, have 
been able to reach our northern pole, or 
Cook or Wilkes or James Ross our ant- 
arctic pole.

When Gaiileo turned toward Mars 
the telescope with which he had discov- 
ered the moons of Jupiter, the crescent 
form of venus, and many other wonders 
in the heavens, he was altogether dis- 
appointed. His telescope was indeed 
too small to show any features of inter- 
est in Mars, though the planet of war is 
much nearer to us than Jupiter. Mars 
is but a small world. The diameter of 
the planet is about 4400 miles, that of 
our earth being nearly 8,000. Jupiter, 
though much farther away, has his im- 
mense diameter of more than 50,000 
miles to make up, and much more than 
make up, for tne effect of distance. 
With his noble system of moons he ap- 
pears a remarkable object even with a 
small telescope, but Mars shows fewer 
features of interest even with telescopes 


It was not, then, till very powerful 
telescopes had been constructed that 
arstronomers learned what we now 


It is found hissurfaceis divided into 
land and water, like the surface of our 
own earth. But his seas and oceans are 
not nearly so large compared with his 
continents and lands. You know on 
our own earth the water covers so much 
larger surface than the land that the 
great continents are in reality islands. 
Europe, Asia and Africa together form 
one great island; North and South 
America another, not quite so large; 
then come Australia, Greenland, Mada- 
gascar, and so forth; all the lands being 
islands, larger or smaller. Oathe other 
hand, except the Caspian and the Sea 
of Aral, there are no large seas entirely 
land bound. In the case of Mars, a very 
different state of things prevails, as you 
will see from the three accompanying 
pictures (hitherto unpublished), drawn 
by the famous English observer, Dawes, 
called the Eagleeyed. The third and 
best was drawn with a telescope con- 
structed by your famous optician, Al- 
van Clark, of Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts. The dark parts are the seas, the 
light parts being lan, or in some cases 
cloud or snow.

PARALYZED BY. HORNETS. 


Experience of a Pacific Coast Fish-

H. E. Stillwell and James Ingram, 
members of a party of four who left 
Des Moines, Io., something over a 
month ago for a hunting ard fishing 
trip in the Northwest, arrived here the 
other morning and left at night to 
visit friends near Harrisburg, from 
which point they will proceed to Cal- 
ifornia. The other two members of the 
party met with peculiar misadventures 
and are now on their way home in care 
of relatives. One of tnem is T. A. 
Roberts, who is perfectly halpless and 
par zed fiom stings of hornets, and 
the other is William Davidson, with a 
pistol bullet burried somewhere under 
his left shoulder blade, where the doc- 
tor has not yet been able to find it. 

The party, soon after crossing the 
Oregon line, fell in with an old trap- 
per and hunter named Jake Boyd, 
whom they engaged to take them into 
the inaccessible part of the Blue moun- 
tains to hunt elk and mule deer. They 
camped on small streams emptying 
into Desolation lake, and for « week 


enjoyed the finest hunting imaginable 
and splendid fishing in the lake and 
its tributaries. 

On the 2d inst. the party, with their 
guide, started out to have a final hunt 
at the head of the lake, as the elk and 
deer were beginning to move off down 
to the plains and the weather was 
getting uncomfortably cool at night. 
Roberts took along his fishing tackle, 
and on the way up the lake decided 
to be put out on a small jam of 
driftwood which had collected around 
a huge old snag; the bleached roots 
of which rose above the waler about 
half a mile from the south shore of 
the lake, and around whicn he had 
noticed a great many trout rising as 
he had passed up and down the lake. 

It was just sunrise when he was 
landed on the snag, where he proposed 
to stay till the return of the hunters. 
The balance of tae party proceeded 
to the head of the lake, where they 
got on the trail of an elk, which, after 
stalking for three hours, they killed 
near the point they started from. While 
they were eating their lunch a flock 
of wood ducks came around a bend of 
the shore, and each of the party seized 
his revolver to take a shot at them: 
Davidson and Boyd, the сшде, ran | 
toward shore to get.a better shot at 
the duoks, 2ng as Boyd took aim Da- 
vidson stumbled in front of him and 
the bullet entered Davidson's back, 
renging across and remaining buried 
in the muscles of the shouldr blade, 
neer. the shoulder joint- Davidson was- 
placed in the boat, the flow -of- blood 
stoppe as well as possible, and the 
party returned to camp. 

When they arrived at the snag where 
they left Roberts, theywere cstonished 
to find him in the water. ир іо his.chin, 
holding on to-a root, while thousands 
of vicious big.blaek hhornets were cir- 
cling about his head. When the boat 
approachehd the snag the inmates were 
attacked by the -hornets and. quickly 
forced to retire, despite the agonizing- 
moans and cries of Roberts, who 
seemed almost unconscious. 

After considering. what was. best to | 
do; the party rowed to the nearest 
Bhore and secured a long pole, on the | 
butt end of which a hook was made 
by cuiting off a limb. A lot of dry 
brusn and moss was gathered and fas- 
tened to the end of another pole, and | 
the party returned to the snag, taking 
the precaution to button up their coats, 
tie handkerchiefs over their faces and 
pull their hats well down over their 
ears. When they neared the snag the 
brush and moss were set on fire and 
pushed out ahead on the drift. This 
drew the attack of the hornets, which 
rushed into the smoke and flame in| 
scores, and while this was going on'| 
Stillwell managed to fasten the hook | 
into the clothing of Roberts, and the | 
men at the oars soon pulled them all 
away to a safe distance, when Roberts 
was dragged on board, more dead than 
alive, and the boat was headed for 
camp. 

Roberts was able to explain that he

began fishing soon after he was put 
ashore and caught a number of fine | 
trout, but as soon as the sun was up | 
about an hour and it began to get | 
warm, hornets by thousands began to | 


issue from a cavity among the roots 
of the snag and at once assailed him 
with great fury. He slid into the water 
but, of course, he could not keep his 
head under, and had been stung all 
over his head and face until he was!

from poles and blankets, and ‘Stillwell, 
Ingraham, the guide and Dr. Brand 
started to pack the injured men out.

A World on Which People May Have 
to Undertake [Irrigation on a 
Large Seale, 


For some. reason- not “quite obvious 
to the professional astronomer, there 
seems to be an extreme popular interest 
in the question of the habitability of 
"other worlds;" and of late it has been 
greatky intensified by the rather sensa- 
tional speculations and deliverances of 
Flammarion, Lowell and others—specu- 
lations based upon new discoveries re- 
ported within the last ten or fifteen 
years, some of which fre doubtless real, 


while others are still more or less ques- 
tionable. 


І may as well say at the outset that 
in my judgment we have not yet any 


satisfactory basis.for a confident opin- | 


ion. The available data are insufficient, 
and, what is worse, they in some cases 
seem to indicate opposite conclusions. 
As to the general question whether 
the stars and planets are the abodes 
of life, we can, of course, say positively 
on the one hand that they may be. 
Plainly the omnipotent Deity can if he 


sees fit organize forms of life that flour- | 


ish in the solar fire, or in nebular fog. 
On the other hand, there is not the 
slightest valid evidence that such crea- 
tures exist. A nsidering the “vast emp- 
tinesses" between the stars, and the 


lifeless ages of the earth's early his- | 


tory, as revealed by geology, one can- 
not argue that material globes must 
be inhabited. Unoccupied space, lifeless 
millenium and worlds uninhabited all 
fall into the same category of unex- 
plained use. 

But, if we narrow the question, and 
inquire as to the possibility of forms 
of life such as we are acquainted with 
upon the earth, the case is different. 
We are able to say at once, and with 
absolute confidence, that there are only 
two among all the heavenly bodies. ob- 
servable with our present telescopes 


upon which anything like terrestrial | 


life could possibly exist. The two are 
Venus and Mars; upon all the rest the 
conditions. are clearly too different 
from our own. 

But the limitation must not be lost 
sight of—there may be, and very likely 
there are, circulating around -some of 
the distant suns planets not very un- 
like the earth and well enough suited 
for even human life. But if such plan- 
ets exist we cannot see them with апу 
telescope yet constructed or ever likely 
to be. To make them visible would 
require lenses from fifty to a hundred 
feet in diameter, 

Speculation. may be allowable in the 
premises, but dogmatism certainly is 
not. 

As to the planet Venus, we need say 
very little here. In diameter, mass, 
density and the force of gravity upon 
her surface she is the earth's twin sis. 
ter. She is.so much nearer than we 
are to the sun that she receives from 
him almost twice as much heat and 
light as we йо, but as to the character 
of her surface we know almost noth- 
ing. Unquestionable observations prove 
that she has a denser atmosphere than 
ours, and it is probably always filled 
with cloud. 

At any rate, no distinct and well 
marked features have ever been de- 
tected on her surface, and there is no 
reason to suppose that the cloud veil 
has ever lifted. 

With Mars the case is different; we 


-know more--about him- than  we- do 


about any other heavenly body, the 
moon excepted. 

We may reckon up our stock of cer- 
tain knowledge about this planet some- 
what as follows: 

In the first place, its orbit is about 
once and a half as large as the earth's 
and it makes its circuit in 687 days, at 
a distance- from the sun which ranges 
between one hundred and twenty-eight 
and one hundred and fifty-five million 
miles, the mean being. 141,500,000. Once 
in every 730 days the earth overtakes 
it, passing between it and the sunm, 
and if this happens in the latter part 
of August the distance between us will 
be the least possible—only about thirty- 
five million miles. 

No cther heavenly body except the 
moon and Venus, and now and then а 
comet, ever comes so near. 

Still, this is not so very near after 
all  'Thirty-five million miles is 147 
times the distance of the moon, so that 
even with a magnifying power of а 
thcusand (and only the largest tele- 
scopes, under the most favorable con- 
ditions), we see the planet's surface 
just as we view the moon through a 
ccmmon field glass magnifying seven 
And most of our observations 
are made, of course, at a distance much 
greater than this minimum. 


Moreover, since the planet's distance ! 


frcm the sun averages something more 
than once and a half that of the earth, 
it is certain that Mars receives less 


| than half as much solar heat and light 


as we do—an unquestionable and most 
important fact. 

In the next place, we know that the 
diameter of Mars is about forty-two 
hundred miles (somewhat more than 
half that of the earth), and that it ro- 
tates in 24h. 37m. 22.65s. around an 
axis so situated that the planet's equa- 
tor is inclined about twenty-four de- 
grees to the plane of its orbit. This 
is so nearly the same as the inclination 
of the earth’s equator that we safely 
infer that Mars must have seasons 
very: like those of the earth, though 
notably modified by the considerable 
variations in its distance from the sun 
at different parts of its orbit. 

In the third place, from the motions 
of its two little moons, we can calcu- 
late with certainty the weight or 
“mass” of the planet, and we find it 
to be less than one-ninth (3-28) that 
of the earth. From this it follows also 
that the planet’s average density is 
seventy-two per cent that of the earth, 
and the force of gravity upon its sur- 
face is not quite thirty-eight per cent 
as great as here. 

A man who here weighs 160 pounds 
would there weigh only 60 pounds. If 
he were able here to jump to a height 
of five feet, there he could jump thir- 
teen. So far as this condition goes a 
Martian elephant might be as agile as 
а terrestrial deer. 

Thys far there is no guesswork. We 

tated knowledge, not speculation, 

more. There are clear indica- 

ап atmosphere upon the planet, 

: they are not such as to enable 

us фо calculate with certainty its extent 
and destiny. This atmosphere ought 
to be much less extensive and dense 
than curs on account of the lessened 
force of gravity, and if the so-called 
“dynamical theory" of gases, now al- 
most universally accepted among phys- 
icists, is true, it must be a little body 
like the moon, or Mars cannot perma-

The inference is. borne out, too, by 
the fact that clouds are only rarely, ob- 
served upon the planet. As a rule we 
see the features of its surface unveiled 
and clear. There is probably never a 
time when a distant observer would be 
able to see half the seas and continents 
of the earth unclouded and exposed. to 
view. Hohe tay 

Whether the Martian atmosphere 
contains any sensible quantity of water 
vapor is still a débated point. Some of 
the earlier observers reported that they 
could distinctly, make. out. the char- 
acteristic lines of this substance in the 
planet’s spectrum, but-some of the best 
recent observers, notably Prof, Camp- 
bell, of the Lick observatory, have 
reached an opposite conclusion, 


VERY LOW TEMPERATURE. 


And now we come to a question of 
great difficulty—that of the planet‘s 
temperature, 

Since the planet's atmosphere is cer- 
tainly not dense, it is natural to con- 
clude that the temperature.at its sur- 
face, even if the sun's heat there were 
аз intense as here, must be practically 
the same as that of.places on earth 
where {һе density of, the.air is cor- 
respondingly low, namely, at’ the‘tops” 
of the loftiest mountains, in the regions 
of perpetual snow. 

And, recalling that on Mars the solar 
radiation is less than half as.intense 
as here, the inference. is ‘almost. irre- 
sistible that the temperature must be 
appallingly low, so low. that, as.on the 
moon, water, if it exists at all, can only 
exist.as ice. 

And yet, while many astronomers— 
I myself, for one—are disposed to think 
this problem true, it is only an infer- 
ence, and not a certain one. Nor can 
it be denied, as we shall see, that phe- 
nomena observed upon the planet look. 
very much like the deposit and melt- 
ing of polar snows,. the flow of water 
and growth of vegetation, 

It may be, perhaps, as Flammarion- 
has suggested, that the planet’s atmos- 
phere, though rare, has some peculiar 
constitution that makes it more effect- 
ive as a “blanket” than our own in its 
power to retain the solar heat: or, 
again, it may be that Fay's modifica- 
tion of the nebular hypothesis is cor-

At their points cf intersection—and 
in several instances as many as half а 
dozen seem to converge as accurately to 
& single point as railroads to а city— 
small dark spots appear, which have 
received the name of "lakes" Мг. 
Lowel, however, prefers to call them 
“oases,” believing them to be patches 
of vegetation which are formed where 
the converging channels bring an es- 
pecially abundant Supply of moisture. 

And the fact that, according to Schia- 
parelli and the Flagstaff observers, 
some of the canals appear to invade, 
and pass across, the so-called “seas,” 
of course proves, unless there is some 
error or illusion іп the- observations 
that. these- darkly shaded regions are 
not bodies of water, but marshes, fields 
or forests. 

We should have noted, as removing 
а natural objection to this watercourse 
theory of the “canals,” that so far as 
can be judged from observations the 
planet’s surface is much more level 
than that of the earth. There is no 
evidence of lofty mountain ranges, 
though a few projecting bright spots 
have been noted at the boundary of 
day and night on the planet's surface, 
which may indicate elevations having

dition. of affairs which might make 
habitability of the. sort. contemplated 
& not absurd-hypothesis. 

And yet the great difference between 
the earth and Mars as to thinness of 
the atmosphere; the absence of clouds 
and the lessened force of gravity and 
solar radiation must necessitate a wide 
difference between -the inhabitants of 
the two worlds. 

Next comes. the question whether, 
granting the possibility of life upon the 
planet, we have any evidence of its ex- 
istence. 

THE MEN OF MARS. 

As regards vegetable life, its exist- 
ence is, of course, assumed in the very 
plausible. explanation which Lowell 
and Flammarion give of the “canals! 
and the seasonal changes observed in 
the features cf the planet's dise. And 
they go further. Mr. Lowell finds. evi- 
dence.of intelligent design and engin- 
eering skill in the—according to him— 


perfect straightness of the long water 


courses and the precision with. which 
numbers of them converge to or diverge 
from certain centers. And he. enters 
into interesting speculations-as to the 
ability of the.people of Mars to per- 
form feats of engineering quite beyond 
cur human powers. 

Jn the first place, owing to the: feeble- 
ness of gravity there, the “men” of 
and 
stature nearly three times as great as 
ours without eneumbrance from their 
own weight, and dealing as they would 
have to with rocks only a little more 
than a third as heavy as they would 
be here, their work would be greatly 
more effective. 

'Тһеп, tco, Lowell, basing his.specu- 
lation upon the generally received form 
of the nebular hypothesis (which, con- 
trary to Faye's theory, makes Mars an 


| older world than ours), argues that the | 


Martians already possess the engineer- 
ing skill machines and appliances 
which we shall have upon the earth 
scme ages hence. 

Human beings may then find them- 
selves upon a. world nearly dried up, 
and may have to undertake irrigation 
on а scale suggested by what we see 
upon our neighbor. 

Both Lowell and Flammarion remind 
us, however, very properly, that we 
must beware of assuming that the 
"men" of Mars—its intelligent inhabi- 
tants—are vertebral bipeds, like our- 
selves. If intelligent beings exist there, 
the probabilities аге strong that they 
аге very different from us in. ways 
which we can hardly conjecture, since 
the difference. between the earth and 
Mars in physical conditions must al- 
most necessarily have determined dif- 
ferent lines of development on the two 
planets. Flammarion suggests, in a 
caprice cf speculation it would seem, 
that the. Martians are winged crea- 
tures, but. whether bats, birds or-but- 
terflies he асев not attempt to decide. 

There has been some speculation as 
to the possibility of establishing com- 
munication. with our hypothetical 
neighbers, and some enthusiastic ama- 
teurs have reported glittering spots 
upon the planet's disc, and һауе. tried 
to interpret them: as-hailing signals 
from the distant world. 

These. "lights," however, were in-all 
probability mere reflections from favor- 
ably situated surfaces of the same ma- 
terial that composes. the polar caps; 
and there is not the slightest proba- 
bility that with any instruments we 
now: possess we could distinguish any 
signals they could make. And if we 
cculd who could read them? 

Still it is-always-wise to be reticent 
in denying the possibilities of the 
future, and no less so to be cautious in 
accepting as ascertained truth the 
startling conclusions and unverified dis- 
coveries of imaginative observers. It 
is so easy to see what one expects and

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PLANTS EAT INSECTS, 


Discovery Made by the Late Prof, 
Darwin's Son. 
St. Louis Republic. 

Franeis Darwin, а son of the great 
naturalist, has been investigating the 
cect of insectivorous plants of sup- 
riving: them with- and withholding 
frcm them animai food. He got ten of 
these carnivorous plants under similar 
conditions. One plant of the.lot he 
Ted with roast meat (one fiftieth of a 
grain icing placed on the secreting 
glands oi the plant eaen hour), while 
from. the 
cerefully excluded. The result of this 
experiment was very marked in sev- 
eral particulars, the greatest being in 
the number, weight and vitality of its 
seeds. The number of seeds produced 
by the plant that was given its reg- 
ular raton of animal matter was 240 
te each 100 produced by plants. which 
were unfed, while the total weight of 
the seeds. was 280 to 100. In other 
words, ihe plants which were restrict- 
ed to a diet wholly vegetable were in- 
vilids compared with the plants that 
were furnished "with animal food. The 


increased heaviness of the seeds is an- | 


ether item to be noted, as it certainly 
implies. increased vitality. At least 
it is so with wheat, as any farmer will 
tell yov, it being the rule that the 
heavier the grain the greater its fer- 
tility.

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HE secret of life and the vital 
principle of its source have 
been uncovered by an Indi- 
ana physician. А lengthy 
series of experiments have 
been conducted, all leading 

conclusively to the support of the theory 
advanced by the investigator, and the 
success of the experiments have been 
sufficient, according to the physiclan's 
associates, to convince even the most 
skeptical member of the profession that 
the Indiana doctor has brought to light а 
most important discovery. 

The physician is Dr. C. W. Littlefield, 
a well-known practitioner of central In- 
diana, whose home is in Alexandria, and 
whose laboratory also is located in the 
раз belt city. For fifteen years Dr. Lit- 
tlefield has pursued his investigation and 
experiments and only recently consented 
to make public the result of his laboratory 
work. 

During all this time the physician has 
confined his experiments to cats, dogs, 
monkeys and other lower animals and, 
only upon one occasion was it found pos- 
sible to test the potency of his discovery 
on a human being.

Life is not dependent upon organic 


function as a principle. 

It may be infused into organized bodies 
even after the organs have ceased to 
rerform their legitimate offices. 

Where death has been caused by means 
not impairing tissue formation or in- 
duced by causes not destructive of ‘or- 
gans vital in their purpose, life may be 
recalled and a perfect resuscitation may 
be secured by the employment of the 
most simple agents. 

In short, Dr. Littlefield makes the as- 
tounding assertion that he can bring the 
dead back to life. But, as is obvious, he 
qualifies his assertion with the declara- 
tion that hls methcds are inoperative 
where death has been occasioned by tis- 
sue or organic destruction which cannot 
be repaired or replaced. 

The Indiana physician asserts that the 
secret of life, in substance, is volatile 
magnetism. М 

In demonstrating his theory the 3oc:of 
employs a solution of saline origin, with 
salt as the basis, saturated with oleo 
resin and exposed for several hours to 
an atmosphere of free ammonia. 

The chemical thus formed, he declares, 
1з an exact reproduction of conditions cx- 


isting in the human body. Here, 10w- 
ever, the volatile magnetism is drawn 
into the body from the atmosphere 


through the lungs and finding present in 
body tissue mineral compounds the oot- 
ent atmosphere is at once absorbed, held 
in bounds, and later compounded by nat- 
.tàl processes with the tissue and organic 
formations. In other words, by securing 
through artificial. means the solution 
which has proved so effectual in his ex- 
periments, the doctor asserts he is only 
duplicating on a small but comprehensive 
scale what occurs in the human body 
when air enters normal lungs and le- 
comics the life-giving atmosphere of а 
псгта1 body. 

Having secured this saline solution, Dr. 
Littlefield reduces it to a powder. It is 
this powder that he has employed 
throughout his long course of experi- 
ments. For instance, having put to death 
а dog or cat by drowning and allowed 
the corpse to remain long enough to con- 
vince anyone following his investigations 
that ail life із extinct, Dr. Littlefleld 
takes the corpse and, without preparation 
of any kind, places it upon a heated stone 


‘or porcelain plate, brought to a tempera- 


ture corresponding to that of the normal 
роду, and covers ft thoroughly with a 
light layer of the powder. 

Within three or four minutes from the 
time the powder has been coated over the 
dead body signs of life manifest them- 
selves, and within fifteen minutes after 
the resuscitating methods were begun, in 
every instance, the subject has returned 
to normal life. 

Possibly one of the most peculiar feat- 
ures of the doctor's experiments 1з the 
fact that, upon regaining consciousness

d life, in every instance, 1 
have displayed an intense anger. his, 
after an hour or so, however, wears 


oway, and the subjects become greatly 
attached to Dr. Littlefleld, refusing to be 
separated from him. Cats, the experi- 
menter has discovered, are probably less 
»on&ive to his methods than animals 


ót similar importance in the animal scale. 


This doubtless is due to the fact that a 
cat, having been killed by drowning, suf- 
fers more than other animals and, follow- 
ing resusciatations, usually evince symp- 
toms of pneumonia or lung inflammation, 
due to the irritation and exposure in- 
duced by direct contact with the water. 

In such cases, however, a few drops of 
the powder administered internally have 
served invariably to relieve the sufferer 
and restore the subject to normal zondi- 
tion. 

Dr. Littlefleld asserts in а statement 
prepared sometime ago that he has not 
yet discovered how long a time may 
elapse between death and the time of at- 
tempted resusciatation before his theory 
апа its operation become ineffective. А 
cat remained dead two hours and during 
this time was allowed to remain in the 
hot sun until rigor mortis had set in. The 
corpse was then placed upon the heated 
porcelain and powder applied and the ani- 
mal returned to consciousness within five 
minutes. 

Тһе experímenter has allowed а num- 
ber of flies and bees to remain dead for 
twelve hours and has succeeded in re- 
storing life within two or three m!nutes. 


Only upon one occasion was the po- 
tency of Dr. Littlefield’s theory  iciell 
upon the human being. This occurred 


some years ago, when the experiments 
had not reached their present perfect end 
finished state. Upon this occasion a boy 
who had fallen in the water through tbe 
ice was given up as dead by physicians 
summoned to restore life by the usual 
artificial means. Dr. Littlefield, now- 
ever, secured permission to make an at- 
tempt to resuscitate the lad and, taking 
his body to his laboratory a mile away, 
immediately submitted it to the powder 
treatment. In fifteen minutes, together 
with a continuance of the other means of 
restoring life, the boy revived and 
evinced no unusually abnormal symp- 
toms, 

Dr. Littlefield makes his statement 
without reserve that he is positive, as 
in the instance already recited, his theory 
is successful in operation on human sub- 
jects. 

The origin of the experiments which 
have led to the discoveries had its source 
in the doctor’s desire te discover, if pos- 
sible, whether it were practical to re- 
build injured or impaired tissues. The 
course of the experiments finally led into 
the channel they have row taken, and 
for a number of years the investigator 
has confined himself to the work in hand, 
abandoning his former researches. 

The magnetic influence can easily be 
seen by placing a drop of the liquid with 
minute particles of solid substance in it 
under a microscope.

compounds in the exact proportions in 
which they appear in healthy tissues. 
During his investigation the doctor no- 
ticed that the changes of atmosphere fre- 
quently affected his patients. There were 
times not noticed by the healthy person 
when a patient was mvch worse than at 
others. The doctor deduced that this is 
because there is not the great amount of 
volatile magnetism in the air at the times 
referred to. At least the conditions of his 
patients led him to investigate, and the 
conclusion followed that there was an 
unknown power separate fiom the chemi- 
cal, operative, but indefinable. After sev- 
eral years, Dr. Littlefield declares he suc- 
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ceeded in compounding а liquid that ab- 
sorbed or gathered this force from the 
atmosphere. This he now calls the vola- 
tlle magnetism, formed with the salt as 
its basic feature,

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Reappearance of Planet Eros Is Aid to the World of Science 


T IS more than a year ‘since 
the little planet Eros van- 
ished from view, and astron- 
omers now are delighted 
over the fact that it has 
recently been rediscovered. 

wherever there is a celestial observatory 
in this country they are qn the qui vive, 
for the elusive wanderer is looked upon 
as the means whereby they will be en- 
abled at last to calcdlate the exact dis- 
tance from the earth to tHe sun. 

Eros was discovered'on Aug. 13, 1598, by 
Herr G. Witt of the Urania observatory, 
in Berlin, who gave it {ts name. In less 
than a menth all the gredt telescopes of 
the world were at work trying to cal- 
culate its orbit. It was ldarned that the 
new planet's course ^&ppfoached nearer 
to earth than that of any other planet, 
that the moon was ‘the ‘only heavenly 
body closer to us than is one. The 
discovery was regarded by astronomers as 
their most important’ advance within a 
century. } 8 

To show why Eros wás regarded as о? 
such great importance ft is necessary to 
consider what was done in the way of 
planet hunting before 189. As long ago 
аз the time of Copernicus attention had 
been called to the wide gap between Jupi- 
ter and Mars, and it was theorized that 
the interval must be traveled by some 
body that was as yet invisible. Astrono- 


mers began to devote their chief efforts 
to locating it, and between 1781 and 1598 
more than 400 new planets had been dis- 
covered by the observers. 

Previous to 1891 the discoveries were 
made by the laborious method of repeat- 
ing telescopic observations time after 
time until an orbit was calculated, but in 
December, 1891, Max Wolf of Heidelberg 
learned how to use photographic plates. 

Until 1898, as far as the telescope men 
knew, Mars came nearer to earth than 
any other planet, but it was soon learned 
that Eros, with a less average distance 
than Mars from the sun, reached a point 
little more than one-third of the distance 
from earth to Mars. The new body was 
utterly different from all the others, 

When Herr Witt saw Eros he had been 
looking for a certain comet. On examin- 
ing his plate he saw the trace of a new 
planet that traveled very rapidly. So fast 
did it traverse its orbit that the little trall 
left on the plate assumed a more ex- 
tended length than the reflection of any 
other planet had ever produced during 
an exposure of the same length of time. 

The discoverer at once to take 
more pictures, and before long he had 
calculated the new orbit. Eros was found 
to be traveling a course that came 45,000,- 
000 miles within the mean distance of 
Mars, whose path had hitherto formed a 
boundary line beyond which the minor 
planets transgressed very seldom. 

Why was Eros of such interest to the 


astronomers? Not because they hoped to 
see its surface plainly or to communicate 
with its inhabitants, for it was found to 
be only about twenty miles in diameter, 
which would certainly indicate a lack of 
inhabitants. The interest in the new dis- 
covery was due to the expectation that It 
would enable the scientists to measure the 
scale of the whole universe with more ac- 
curacy than ever before. Once the dis- 
tance from earth toa planet is deter- 
mined it will be а comparatively simple 
mathematical proposition for us to learn 
how far we are separated from the sun 
and from other bodies. 

It will be twenty-two years, say the as- 
tronomers, before earth and Eros are in 
the relative positions where the calcula- 
tions can be made most effectively. But 
even now the new planet is near enough 
to make every night’s investigations val- 
uable, All the observatories are making 
calculations. 

Later the astronomers will get together 
and determine what results their com- 
bined efforts have achieved. It may be 
that a computation of the different angles 
of observation may effect the desired re- 
sult before the end of the year. 

The disappearance of Eros, more than 
two years after its discovery, was re- 
ported from the Harvard observatory in 
May, 1901. The light of the planet had 
been growing gradually more indistinct 
since the preceding February. 

The second of this month was the date 


of the rediscovery. Prof. G. D. Ling of 
the Chamberlin observatory, Colorado, 
caught sight of the elusive Eros that 
night. He informed the Harvard astrono- 
mers at once. 

The Harvard college observatory discov- 
ered, not long ago, another member of the 
family of asteroids. The first remarkable 
thing about it Is its location, very far to 
the south, where no asteroid was at that 
time expected. The photograph was 
taken from the southern station of the 
Harvard observatory at Arequipa, Peru. 
The little planet was In more rapid mo- 
tion than any of the stars shown on the 
same plate, 

Prof. Simon Newcomb, who was visiting 
in Cambridge when the photograph was 
received, undertook to compute the orbit 
of the new asteroid. It was found to 
have a greater ellipticity than any other 
known planet and to approach closer to 
the sun. Moving as if around the longer 
circumference of a great football its dis- 
tances from the sun vary in a single rey- 
olution more than those of any other 
member of its wandering family. But for 
this fact, however, the discovery would 
have excited little interest, for astrono- 
mers have already more asteroids to take 
care of than are altogether welcome to 
them . 

Within the last century something over 
500 of them have been discovered, and one 
German observatory devotes itself en- 
tirely to looling after them. .

An Illustrious Foreign Astrono- 
mer’s Views on the Subject. 


MARS MADE A SPECIAL STUDY 


His Views of ihe Extstoncs of Canals Con- 
firmed by the Obwrvationa at Llek's Obser- 
yatory—as Seen in Otter Places.

WARLIKE SCIENCE 

It is a grave mistake to conclude that the pursuit of 
science promotes pcace. The Lick observatory astronomers, 
for example, are at open war with the Harvard star gazers 
at Flag@taff, Ariz. The Harvard people worship the planet 
Mars, and so it seems natural they should be of ‘warlike 
mind. Yet it appears that the original offense came from 
the California astronomers, who had the temerity to speak 
disrespectíully of the canals on Mars, which are Flagstaff's 
dearest and exclusive possession. Lick, like the lady in 
Dickens, intimates that there ain't no such canals, and 
Flagstaff comes back with lofty scorn, hinting that Lick, 
poor thing, is not really equipped to see things. Such 
wrath inflames celestial minds, As for a canal more or less 
in the heavens above or on the carth below, it is very

EVASIVE CANALS

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be seen at all without long practice and assiduous search. 


The other day they sent out this telegram: 

FLAGSTAFF, Ariz, Jan. 24.—The two Martian canals, 
»anges and ‘Jamuna, have just been detected at the 
Lowell observatory to be in process of doubling: The 
most interesting thing !s that in both the-strong line 
emanates from one and the same caretlike egress from 
the dark regions, the canals then proceeding a thousand 
or fifteen hundred miles in different directions across the 
Martian desert to certain eases. The duplicating paraMel 
streaks both start from another mouth 150 miles'east. It 
is the first time this particular phenomenon has been 


observed. 


MIRACLES AND MYSTERIES 

In another telegram a few days earlier the press agent 
for Mars ingenuously explained “that "this doubling of 
certain Martian canals at certain scasons is опе of the 
mysteries of the great planet. It is one of the many proofs 
that the canals are of artificial construction.” 

This explanation appears to be constructed on the 
«ment plan of accounting for a miracle by a mystery.

SCORNFUL WORDS 

Here is the fighting ground for these quarrelsome astron- 
omers. What do these canals—if they are canals—prove? 
Prof, Robert Grant Aitkin of the Lick observatory, writing 
in the Journal of the Royal Astronomical Society of Can- 
ada, published in Toronto, flouts the whole Flagstaff 
bundle of theories in this wise: 

There undoubtedly are strong markings on Mars, but 
astronomers are not agreed as to whether the markings 
are natural or artificial canals or mere earthquake 

cracks. The Martian atmosphere is rare and there are 
no permanent bodies of water ов the planet. There is 
not enough water on the whole of Mars to fill.one of the 
great-lakés on the earth. The so called polar ice caps 
and "frost" on Mars may be deposits of carbondioxide.

lirhited- extent the conditions essential. to life—probably 

only vegetable and animal life, but no beings of in- 
telligence. 

Chere is no life on Mars, no frost on Mars, no canals on 
Mars—just cracks in the ground. The imaginary ice caps 
belong to the drug store. Here is a magnificent edifice of 
theory shattered in an instant. 

Jealousy and defective vision, says Flagstaff. “You shall 
not rúin the reputation of our planet and its elastic canals. 

It seems, intdeed, that, according to tlie Flagstaff theory, 
Mars is built on the plan of a modern apartment house, 
with disappearing canals that can be put out of sight when 
convenient. 'This is doubtless one of the proofs that there 


must be women on Mars.

In legal phrase- 
ology, a pleading is the preliminary written statement of 
the case on which issue is joined. Our pleadings are 
invariably verbose, redundant and tautological, and, there- 
fore, vulnerable. In the Darrow case the indictment runs 


to many thousand words.
